xonccdled with fome fort of principle, and often originate from the fame fource with 
many virtues. The ebullitions of youth, the Ipur of necefflty, the prevalence of ex- 
ample may hurry to enormities. In thefe cafes, however, the caufe is not always cjiffi- 
cult to be removed, and frequently removes itfelf* The effects will then ceafe, and 
honour and virtue return. 

But a meaq fpirit, as in this example, is- a low, iheaking, bafc, fixed propenfity to 
wbai: is bad,, which it loves ; and yet is compelled by its fears to afllime the feiyiblance 
Qf gpod^ which it hates. It is wholly incorrigible, and attends the Charafter it has once 
pofle^Ied through every degree of ftation and of life 5 and is very fcldam or never known 
to .rife i^to momentary courage or fpirit ^ unlefs fuicide, to which it has fometimes 
applied for a difaoiffion from univerfal contempt, may be coniidered as examples of 
diem.
